It produees
blindness and deafness, by disa-
bling the optic and sural nerve.
Alcohol being an antidote to to-
bacco, those suffering from its unse
are in great danger of becoming
addicted to the use of alcoholic
liquors. It causes an early whiten-
ing of the hair, and early baldness,
which are common in America. It
injures digestion. Its bad effect
upon the mind was illustrated by
an allusion to the Ecole Politeck-
nique, in France, where it has been
observed that the students who re-
frain from the use of tobacco are
capable of a greater amount of in-
tellectual labor than those who in-
dulge in smoking. - A French phy-
sician states thut in the course of
three years’ practice he found 21
cases of the excessive use of to-
baceo that resuvlted in the entire
stoppage of the heart’s action. In-
veterate smoking produces a relax-
ing effect on the muscles of the
lower }imbs, and a disinelination
to-walking, or any active exertion.

The fourteenth amendment of
the ~Constitution of the United
States, which-' declares that “all
persons” born in the United States’
are citizens of the same, puts an
end to all distinetion in law arising
out of race, and places all races
upon the footing of absolute legal
equality.

Citizens, though colored, are en-

titled to identically the samerights,
privileges, benefits, and advantages
as white citizens.
The civil rights bill confers no’
new rights.
